GIST OF ARTICLE GIVEN IN FOLLOWING EXCERPT: "WHAT DOES NATO 
WANT OF PORTUGAL? APPARENTLY TO REINFORCE THE PORTUGUESE 
PRESENCE IN THE ALLIANCE AND RETURN TO THE MILITARY ITS 
PROFESSIONAL ROLE, REMOVING IT FROM POLITICS AND THUS 
CONTRIBUTING TOWARD STABILIZING THE DEMOCRATIC SYSTEM 
AND THE SUPREMACY OF CIVILIAN POWER (ALL OF THIS, OF 
COURSE, WITHIN THE STRATEGY OF THE SOUTHERN FLANK AND 
TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE STRATEGIC IMPORTANCE OF THE 
AZORES). WHAT DOES PORTUGAL WANT FROM NATO? APPARENTLY,

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UNION, THE FACT THAT PORTUGAL IS ASSUMING NATO RESPONSIBILITIES 
IS MUCH CLEARER AND MORE DIRECT THAN WHAT HAPPENED UNTIL 
RECENTLY WHEN EVERYTHING WAS SIMPLY STATEMENTS AND 
DOCUMENTS " 

CONCLUSION OF ARTICLE WAS: "THE SUBJECT OF NATO, WHICH 
WAS VERY MUCH IN VOGUE UNTIL ABOUT A YEAR AND A HALF AGO,

WHERE DISCRIMINATION ... HAS BECOME AN INSTITUTION." THE 
EIGHT-PAGE SUPPLEMENT INCLUDED ARTICLES ON THE CHICANOS, 

PUERTO RICO'S CULTURE, THE AMERICAN MOVEMENT OF INDIANS, 
ALLEGED POLITICAL PRISONERS WITH QUOTES FROM SYLVIA BJORNSON 
AND THE NATIONAL ALLIANCE AGAINST RACIST AND POLITICAL 
REPRESSION', AND A SIMMON JAMES BY-LINER FROM NEW YORK ON 
"CULTURAL SEGREGATION." 

4. CIA: "O DIARIO" DEC. 5 CARRIED ARTICLE DETAILING 
MATERIAL ALLEGEDLY OBTAINED FROM DECLASSIFIED MAY 22, 1964, 

CIA SPECIAL REPORT ON "PORTUGUESE ECONOMIC OUTLOOK AND ITS 
POLITICAL IMPLICATIONS" APPARENTLY OBTAINED THROUGH LBJ 
LIBRARY. HEADLINE WAS "SECRET DOCUMENT ABOUT PORTUGAL 
REVEALS CIA’S LOE FOR FASCISM."
